The Abler’s cargo was building ma- 
terial for schools at Good News Bay 
and Hooper Bay. Vegetarian foods are 
contained in large cases. 

At the last moment Mr. Locke re- 
ceived a frantic message from Andrew 
H. Jacobson, the head carpenter en- 
gaged in constructing the schools. Mr. 
Jacobson is a rigid vegetarian. He 
stated that he is starving and directed 
Mr. Locke to lay in a winter supply 
of food that would conform with his 
scruples.

(3.) A bill amending both sections 
of the present -law to punish adultery, 
by dropping out the words “open and 
notorious,” from both sections. 

(4) A bill providing for the pres- 
ence of the defendants to all divorce 
actions in court at the triaj either in 
person or by 4d ition, whenever 
they can be found. 

(5.) Seven minor bills, all of which 
were referred to the State Legal Com- 
mittee for their consideration and ac- 
on, With the recommendation that 
j the first four be submited to the Leg- 
islature in sultable form

Regarding the relative merits of the 
atroplane and the dirigible, opinions 
differ, but the consensus of opinion ap- 
pears to be that as each supplements 
the other, a combination of both is 
necessary.

vulnerability and independence of 
wind and weather, while its portability 
avoids the necessity of housing, but 
at the same time e excessive speed 
of the machines is a drawback as it 
makes observation from them necrs- 


the maneuver Gen. Me- 
nier, commanding the Third Corps, was 
compelled to send a pilot of an aéro- 
plane back over the scouting field to 
obtain more precise information. 
DIRIGIBLE’S ADVANTAGES. 
The dirigibles, although slower, so 
offering a better target for the enemy, 
are able to make more accurate its ob- 
servations, besides having the advan- 
tage of being in constant wireless 
communication with headquarters. 
The aé#roplanists believe that their 
lack of precision in scout duty can be 
overcome by a preliminary training in 
air observations.

Will Consider Bill for 
Greater City to Embrace Forty 
Municipalities.

BOSTON, Sept. 17.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} A bill will be introduced at 
the next session of the Legisiature call- 
ing for a Greater Boston, to embrace 
forty cities and towns, Included in 
the metropolitan district, and to estab- 
lish a metropolitan Council to consist 
of Mayors and chairmen of Boards of 
Select Men in the district. 

The measures will not provide for 
the annexation of Boston to any of 
the cities or towns included in the 
Greater Boston district, and the metro- 
politan Council will have merely ad- 
visory powers in considering many 
legislative matters of common interest 
to the cities and towns in that great 
district.

safest, highest and best financial in- 
dustrial and moral conditions wil] con- 
trol the conduct af the expositions, 
therefore, be it resolved: 

“Resolved that we, the representa- 
tives Of the preas of Southern Califor- 
nia unqualifiedly indorse the proposi- 
tion and will give it our heartiest sup- 
port, and be it further 

“Resolved, that we request our breth- 
ren of the press throughout ali Call- 
fornia, the Pacific Coast and the United 
States to colJperate with us in giving 
this matter the widest publicity.’

Propositions for Making the Supply 
from New Wells Available in 
Ontarie. 


ONTARIO, Sept. 17.—The City Trus- 
tees and the members of the advisory 
board on the Water Committee, rep- 
resenting the center and four ends of 
the city, met last n®sht to discuss the 
advisability of testing the pumping 
capacity of the new well the city has 
just brought in on Hast Fourth street.

Kimball,. representing the Twentieth 
Century Air Lift Pumping Com y, 
and J. B. Pridham of the Byer k- 
son Company. 

Mr. Kimball made a proposition to 
put in a pliant and pump 100 inches of 
water from the well to the reservoir @ 
mile north for $20,000.

000, a pumping plant that would deliv- 
er 100 inches of water at the reservoir, 
or one for $12,000 that would deliver 
aifty inches. — 

It was the opinion of both engineers 
that a test of the well would be neces- 
sary and that a permanent plant should 
be at ence put in, for they showed that 
the drillers have gone through 350 feet 
of water-bearing gravel in digging the 
well. This, they estimated would, if 
desired, furnish a continuous flow of 
200 inches of water. Another meeting 
of the City Trustees and advisory 
board will take place Monday night, 
at which definite action is expected.

Misses Who Take to the Sea 
Make Proud Record.

Wel, it appears that Annette Kellet- 
man started something. Anyway, 
there never was a better place to start 
it. With our beaches and our crowd 
of girls, we have a showing to be 
proud of. 

Ocean Park is in the swim; for there 
are three girls there who can. They 
are Inez Fanjoy, Gertrude Johnson 
and Dorothy Newkirk. They are all 
young girls, and very mermaids for 
the water. Miss Newkirk, who is 17 
years old, has done some great stunts 
lately, one of which was to swim to the 
Venice pier from Ocean Park. She 
lives at Santa Monica, but does all of 
her swimming for Ocean Park. On & 
warm afternoon she cannot find enough 
water at one beach so she takes a Iit- 
tle swim over to another. It is not 
anything new to find her at the Venice 
plunge when you leave there, and as 
soon as you reach Ocean Park you see 
her doing fancy curves there. 

Gertrude Johnson is not so change- 
able. You will always find her splash- 
ing around at Ocean Park in the aft- 
ernoon. She takes a little plunge every 


afternoon “goes swimming.” She trains 
severely, and it tells upon her, for 
she is as hard as a rock. She is lithe 
and quick, which is not always the case 
in one so short. Gertrude is 17 and 
looks not a day over 15. She wears a 
boy’s suit in the water part of the 
time, and many observers can scarcely 
believe that she is a airl, for her 
straight firm lines certainly do not look 
very girlish.

ARRYING THE WAR INTO AFRICA. 

As San Francisco has, rightly or wrongly, 
the name of being the American city most com- 
pletely under the heels of the unscrupulous labor 
trust, the movement to disunionize San (Francisco 
means carrying the war into Africa with a ven- 
geance. The struggle will not only be watched with 
interest here, but Los Angeles will consider it its 
duty to give its support in every way possible to 
the employers so earnestly engaged in following 
the example set before them by this city. 

Trades-unionists, both here and in San Francisco, 
knowing how strongly entrenched their associations 
were at one time in the north, will probably shout 
that the employers are trying to run a bluff on 
them. They will quickly learn that this is no idle } 
threat. As our San Francisco correspondent shows 
(in Part VI of this issue,) some of the union-labor 
leaders have heard the rumblings of the storm 
which threatens to topple over the edifice they have 
so laboriously constructed, but whose foundations 
are of sand. They are even now scurrying to get 
under cover. 

It is recognized by those who are ready to fight . 
for the industrial independence of San Francisco 
that the battle will be a hard one, but it need not 
necessarily be long. If the employers of the north- 
ern metropolis are true to themselves and their 
best interests they can, by acting unitedly, compel 
the change almost at once. An influential con- 
tractor, a large employer of labor in and around 
San Francisco, is quoted a8 saying he is confident 
that by the first of January, the disunionized shop 
will be in operation in all the bay cities; in other 
words, the New Year will see the unions practically 
wiped out of existence north of the Tehachepi, as 
well as south of it. 

The good work has already started outside of 
San Francisco. Disunionized shops are now in suc- 
cessful operation in San Mateo county and in a 
portion of Santa Clara county. This adds to the 
general belief among employers that the time is 
ripe to rescue San Francisco from the clutches of 
the most tyrannous trust that oppresses the country. 

Another factor which gives strength to the em- 
ployers of the Golden Gate is the collapse of the 
most recent attempt to unionize Los Angeles. No 
more determined an attack was ever made on a free 
city than the one which Los Angeles has withstood. 
The failure of the labor bosses has amazed them 
and also shéwed the people up north what a city 
determined to be free can do, The employers’ asso- 
ciations of San Francisco are known to have taken 
especial note of the way in which the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association here repulsed the 
enemy. It is generally conceded that no body of a 
similar character in the United States has done so 
much as the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation to keep a city free from the bonds of the 
labor trust. It has supported The Times through 
thick and thin and is entitled to ‘unrestrained 
praise. 

In order to show how vastly more favorable labor 
conditions are in a free city than in one shackled 
like San Francisco, we have only to compare con- 
ditions here and there. Our correspondent remarks 
on the fact that San Francisco is today filled with 
mechanics seeking work. In Los Angeles the oppo- 
site condition prevails; employers are hunting for 
men. We showed that in Thursday's Times em- 
ployers advertised in the columns of “Male Help 
Wanted” for 116 skilled workmen, 128 unskilled 
workmen and 61 “soft jobs,” making in all 
295. Almost as many more were advertised for in 
the other papers in the city. In today’s Times will 
be found a large number of advertisements of a 
similar nature. There are more calis for men to 
work, in our columns today, than in al! the San 
Francisco papers put together. 

While enslaved, San Francisco has lost ground 
to Los Angeles. The people there have been loath to 
admit the, to them, unpleasant fact, but can no 
longer close their eyes sto the truth. Assessment 
figures and school census returns have proved it 
beyond the shadow of a doubt. One of several 
reasons for this is that non-tnion men have come 
here and brought their families because they are 
aware they will receive fair treatment from em- 
ployers and be protected from violence. Another 
cause is that eastern people, looking for trade and 
other openings in which to invest their savings, 
have, after surveying the ground in both cities, de- 
cided to locate here, knowing that Los Angeles is 
comparatively free from labor troubles—superla- 
tively free as compared with San Francisco. 

It will be a grand thing when the north joins 
the south and we have an industrially free Cali- 
fornia. The fact will be blazoned far and wide and 
will give courage to men fighting the good fight in 
other cities. When San Francisco comes to its 
senses Fresno and Bakersfield will undoubtedly get 
in line. Stockton and Sacramento will follow suit. 
The agitation will extend across the border into 
Oregon, and will be hailed with satisfaction in Port- 
land, which is giving signs of becoming a second 
Los Angeles. Then we may hope to have it carried 
to Seattle and Tacoma, until whole of the Pa- 
cific Coast is disunionized. This will be a glorious 
climax to the movement begun in this city. 


HE UEAKING OF - BARNES. :

A quinette of attorneys agreed in 
open court yesterday to finanve the 
claim of Beatrice Anita Baldwin, bet- 
ter known as Beatrice Anita Turn- 
bull, late of Boston, in her fight to se- 
cure recognition as a daughter of the 
late E. J. ¢‘Lucky”) Baldwin.

And the institution 
which deprives its inmates of individ- 
uality can never be counted success- 
ful, no matter how perfectly it ma 
be equipped or how lavishly provided. 
The glaring chromo on the wall, or 
the old cob pipe on the stand, may 
mean more than the warmest bianket 
or most spotiess and sanitary 
cleanliness. 
THE INSANE WARD. 

The newest of the buildings is the 
insane ward, a one-story structure. 
Here accommodations are provided for 
about twenty-five harmiess insane. 
This building is a mode! one, each pa- 
tient having a tiny room—not to be 
Called a cell, although widows are 
barred and doors locked at night. The 
combined dining and sitting-rooms are | 
bright and cheerful and wide porches 
and an inclosed yard give space and 
Sir. Senile-aged and mildly insane pa- 
tlents can certainly be much more com- 
Tortabie here than at Patton.

The whole question of the public as- 
sistance, or support, of paupers and 
Cependents is @ very grave one.

county last year paid out, according 
to the printed report of the Board of 
Supervisors, $145,000 for the mainten- 
ance of the County Hospital, aside from 
improvements and buildings: $64,168 
for the County Farm: $73,740 for ‘in- 
dirents’; $81,531 for support of inmates 
of Whittier and Preston reform schools: 
and $25,058 for the juvenile Detention 
Home, all of which may be classed as 
certng for dependents, it will be seen 
that the advisability of the expenditure 
of such sums, and the matter of the 
wisest and most efficient administra- 
tion of them become subjects for the. 
most scrious consideration. When toa 
these amounts is added the $20,000 
handie] by the Associated Charities 
and the large sums expended by the 
State and by churches and private in- 
Ccividuais in the support of orphanages, 
homes for children and for the aged, 
and the many other institutions for 
benevolent purposes, and the sums 
given for charitable purposes through 
the many church and other organtiza- 
tions, the sum total expended in this 
community, for the relief of poverty 


em? dependency wil! certainly not fall 
far short of $1,000,000 annually. Is this 
large expenditure tending to eradicate 
the conditions which it alleviates? This, 
after all, is the final test of al! relief. 


CHARITY OFTEN HARMFUWI. 


Charity which creates or perpetuates 
rauperisem and de is a distinct 
evil and, unqnestiona)ly, indiscriminate 
and unorganized charitable efforts are 
often harmful rather than beneficial 
Before genuine help can be given, each 
case requiring public or private assist- 
ance needs to be carefully investigated, 
not oniv with reference to the pressing 
needs of the moment, but to the ult!- 
mate good of the individual or the fam- 


ily, or of the community. The investi- 


gator must be a person of experience. 
of good judgment and of authority, if 
each case is wisely disposed of. 


California and Californians are pro- 


verbially generous in our giving, but 
we are not always ag discriminating 
as justice requires. Although our va- 
rious agencies for the distribution of 
relief have made some attempt at co- 
operation and systematic work, the ef- 


in as complete, and 
ur generosity is iméetiirect or 
imposed upon. 
As an instance. it was recently 
found that an old man and his wife 


who had been regularly drawing a 


stipend of $12 a month from the coun- 


ty were the owners of a ranch of 
two and a half acres, two cows, a 
horse, and in the neighborhood of 100 


chickens and turkeys. Fraudulent de- 


escape heavy fogs, and is surrounded 
by beautiful groves. orchards and al- 


faifa fields. Yet, so far as any con-| 


nection with the farm goes, the insti-; 
tution might apparently be anywhere: 

The orange grove is surrounded 
by an impregnable network of wire, 
the orchards are inclosed with high 
‘fences, the grounds open to inmates 


are expected to work on the farm, but 
the superintendent states that a very 
small part of the labor on the place is 
Gone by indigents. Naturally, able- 
bodied men do not remain long in the’ 
institution and the majority of the in-| 
mates are too old or too infirm to be 
capabie of much hard work. There are 
now about 200 inmates. 

The cost of maintenance of the Coun- 
ty Parm last. year was $64,168, with re- 
turns from the farm of about $24,000. 
The per capita cost of this institution 
is high compared with similar institu- 
tions in the East. According to the 
reports of Massachusetts almshouses 
for 1908-9, the average cost per capita 
Was about $150, while New York insti- 
tutions of the same character report 
cost for the same year as ranging from 
S123 to $155. 


HOMP FOR AGED. 

Tt must be confessed that with tne 
plant provided and the annual outlay 
it would seem that larger results 
Should be obtained.

Of course any such arrange- 
ment must be under competent super. 
vision. 
HELPS OUTSIDERS. 
Besides caring for indigent= ect the 
County Farm, the county last year ex. 
pended $73,740 for the care of indi. 
te througn the office of the County 
rities in the Courthouse. This 
money was largely paid for provisions, 
burying the poor, rent and transporta- 
tion.

Systematized relief measures are the 
only solution of the great problems 
presented by poverty and helplessness. 
As Dr. Devine, secretary of the Char- 
Ry. Organizations Society of New York 


said: 

“It is an indication of an awakened 
public conscience, of a developed spirit 
of charity, when those who desire to 
help others give effect to that desire 
in such a way as to eliminate every 
curable case of dependency, providing 
liberally for those who need permanent 
relief and providing officiently, and, if 
it is possible, once for all, for those 
who can be driven, or encouraged, or 
lifted out of the slough of depen- 
dency.” This spirit is far removed 
from the careless liberality that eases 
conscience, pays political scores or 
curries favor with heaven, by bestow- 
ing a dollar here and there as it is 
importuned.

ABOUT YOUR OWN FIRST NAME. 


GABRIEL. 
ANGELINA, 


The list of men and women 
who have borne the angel names 
is a brilliant one. Headed by 
the painter of the world’s most 
popular picture of the Madonna, 
The author whose “bookies” 
were ordered never more to be 
printed. Evangelinus Apostol- 
ides Sophocies, who made 
confidant of his chickens. What 
the different names mean.

Raphael, most popular of all paint- 
ers of religious subjects, and most fa- 
mous of all the bearers of the angel 
names, heads a list which inelu 
such names as that of Gabriel Fai- 
lopio, one of the founders of modern 
anatomy; Angela rdett-Coutts, the 
richest woman of her day inthe whole 
world; Gabriel Morabeau, strongest 


orator of the French Revolution: Ga- 
briel Fahrenheit, the man who e*ftab- 
lished the present method of register- 


ing heat, and Gabriel 
of the greatest of modern playwrights. 
It includes, too, a saint or two, sev- 
eral minor painters, writers, philan- 
thropists, educators, scientist*—in fact, 
a representative of note in almost 
every field of endeavor, and taken all 
in all, a group of men and women wor- 
thy to bear even the names of the 


angels. 

Raphael Santo was born at Urbino, 
in Italy, in 1483. His father was oa 
painter of some worth, and the boy 
began to draw and paint almost as 
soon as he began to talk. At Rome, 
where he went when he was about 25, 
he was already looked upon &s an art- 
ist of ability. and Pope Julius II com- 
misstoned him to redecorate several 
of the rooms of the Vatican. 

The artist's task waa difficult, but it 
was accomplished, not only to the 
satisfaction of the Pope and the peo- 
gle of Rome, but to the admiration of 
later generations. After Leo X had 
Julius Raphael was made 
chief architect of St. Peter's, and was 
put in charge of all the excavations 
of Roman antiquities. 

Raphael died of a fever caught in 
the excavations. He was only 37 at 
the time of his death, on Good Friday, 
April 6, 1520, but he had already won 
not only a place of firtt rank among 
the world’s painters, but a place of 80 
much love and respect among the peo- 
ple of his yd time that all Rome 
mourned his q 

The Sistine Madonna, Raphael's last 

and greatest Madonna, was inted 
for the little Church of San Gisto, at 
Piacenza, and oie artist finished tt 
utt before his death. 
: Cornelius Gabriel Max, called by his 
middie name, born in Germany in 184, 
historical painter; Archange Pala- 
dini, born in Italy in 1599, whose sing- 
ing and needlework rivaled her excel- 
lent portrait painting, and Angelica 
Kauffmann, born in Switgeriand in 
1741, who spent much of her life mo 
England, and who because, of ae 
worth of her historical paintings _ 
portraits, was elected a member of t . 
Royal Academy, are three bearers rs 
the angol-names who have followed in 
Raphael's footsteps. 

In letters, the names of the angels 
have had no champion so well unewe 
as Raphael, but nevertheless several 0 
them have been writers of ability. 

Gabriel Harvey, the eldest of a rope- 
maker's six children, was born In Eng- 
land in 1545. His father managed to 
let him go to Cambridge and there 
Harvey met the poet, Edmund Spen- 
ser, with whom he formed a life-long 
friendship. It is said that Harvey 
nearly spoiled Spenser's ms. For 
Harvey wrote in a stilted and formal 
way little suited to the poet, over 
whom he had a strong influence. 

Harvey was a sarcastic and arrogant 
man, and hie hot temper and quick 
tongue were continually getting him 
into quarrels with other literary men 
of the day. In 1699 he had such @ s¢- 
vere quarrel with Thomas Nash, the 
poet and dramatist, that the author- 
ities ordered that “all Nashe’s bookes 
and Dr. Harvey's books be taken 
wheresoever they may be found and 
that mone of the same bookes be ever 
printed hereafter.” 80 Harvey, with 
his books under a ban, was forced to 
retire from active ay work, and 
seek solace in the study of physics and 
astronomy. 

Gabriel Honore Mirabeau, more 
noted for his oratory, Was yet a writer 
of note. He was born in 1747 in France, 
the second son of the Marquis de Mira- 
beau. He studied under tutors until 
he became too unruly to manage at 
home: then he was sent to a military 
school, and eventually entered the 
army. But hie conduct and his love 
affairs jJanded him in prison 
times, and untl! the revolution he was 
constant)y in trouble. 

But the man who could not keep 
the peace became a great man in time 
of war. Some one has said that Na- 
poleon and Mirabeau were the two 
greatest men of the French Revolution. 
However, that may be, Mirabeau's 
speeches were listened to and his pam- 
phiets were read when the French mob

else, and the work he did in behalf of 
reasonableness and restraint helped to 
lessen the horrors of the revolution. His 
writings are in the shape of histories, 
ys, pamphiets and transiations. 
angelinus Apostolides Sophocies 
was a mystery all his life. He came 
to America in 1829, and sald that he 
had spent his youth with the Greek 
monks on Mt. Sinal;-whether his name 
was assumed or real, no one could 
tell, and he kept his age a secret. His 
only confidants, in his forty years of 
life in this country, were his chickens. 

Evangelinus Sophocies always re- 
tained a simplicity and a severity of 
manner which spoke of the quiet days 
spent in the rigid mountain monastery. 
But he was well liked by the students 
at Amherst and Harvard who came 
under his infilyence. Hie kindness of 
heart was as profound as his learning, 
and his charitableness as persistent as 
his taciturnity. He died in 1883, after 
writing several books, 

Gabriele Rossetti, born in Italy in 
1783, father of the poet and nter 
Dante Gabriele Rosetti, and Gabriele 
D’Annunzio, the playwright, novelist 
and poet, born in Italy in 1864, are two 
Italian writers of note. 

The two most important scientists of 
the name lived in the sixteenth and 


seventeenth centurtes. Gabriel 
opio, the first of them, who died in 
1562, was a botanist and anatomist. 


and is called one of the founders of 
mod anatomy; Gabriel Fahrenheit, 
the other, was born at Danzic, Prue- 
sia, in 1686. Although he was intended 
for a life of commerce, he early showed 
@ great interest in thermometers and 
barometers, and In 1720 he hit upon the 
substitution of mercury for the spirits 
of wine or alcohol then used in ther- 
mometers. The sero point which is 
still registered on Fahrenheit thero- 
meters was a point of extreme cold 
which the inventor had observed in Ice- 
land, and which he thought was the 
lowest point the earth’s temperature 
could reach. 

In the religious world some bearers 
of the angel names have gained fame. 
One of them was Saint Angela Merict, 
who was born in Lombardy in 1474. 
She was left an orphan at ten, and 
when she was twenty the uncle with 
whom she lived died. So she returned 
to her old home, and turned it into a 
school for girla, In 1524, when on a pil- 
grimage to the Holy Land, she became 
suddenly blind in the island of Crete. 
The biindmess later left her, but it 
caused her to found an order, called 
the Ursulines. Gabriel Possenti the 
Blessed, who died itn 1862, and whoee 
life both Pope Leo XIII, and Pope 
Pius G, so admired that they said he 
should be regarded as the chief patron 
of the youth of today, is another bear- 

The Baroness Burdett-Coutts, born 
1814 Angelina Georgiana, who added her 
maternal grandfather's name to her 
own so that she might Inherit his mil- 
lions, and so become the richest wom- 
an in the world, and who so spent them 
that she was one of the greatest phil- 
anthropists of her day; a philanthrop- 
ist of another day, Gabrielle de Bour- 
bon, who in the sixteenth century 
spent her time in good works and kind.

born in 1571, whom Henry IV, Kine 
of France, loved, but who died before 
he could ma her, much lamented 
because she did not meddle in a court 
where meddling was the order of the 
day! Angelica Calvani, an Italian born 
in 176, whe when she was seven was 
prohibited from singing in a convent 
because the crowds that gathered to 
hear her were to> large for the author!- 
ties to manage, and who at her frat 
public concert earned an enormous 
sum for those days—more than $15.00; 


pAngelica Van Bren, born in 182, whe 


as the wife of President Van Rurten's 
nephew was for some years the 
brilliant and captivating young 
tress of the White House, and Angeli- 
ca Grimke. a woman of beauty and 
charm of manner, born in south Caro- 
lina in 1805, who with her sister Sarah 
became a Quaker in 1826, and there- 
after spent her time lecturing and 
working in the cause of abolition— 
these men and women make up & par- 
tlal list of the famous bearers of the 
ange] names. 

It was the last of the minor prophets, 
Malachi, who gave to the world the 
most popular of these angel names 
For when a Greek translation of the 
Hebrew Scriptures was made, Malach: 
wes rendered by Angelos, the messen- 
ger of God, and Angelos, with the vari- 
ations Archangelo and Angelus, and 
the feminines Angela, Angelot, Anze- 
lina, Evangelina, and Angelica, became 
far more popular than its Hebrew 
equivalent, Malachi. 

All these names ing Angeloe 
and its variations are of Hebrew ori- 
xin. Gabriel, with the feminines Ga- 
brielle, Gabriella, means the hero of 
God; Raphael means the medicine of 
God. It was Raphael who led Tobias. 
and brought health and strength 
his father: Gabriel was the ange} who 
encouraged Daniel, and who brought 
the promise to Zacharias and to the 
Virgin Mary.

The deed 
was done at the Ambrose mine; in the 
White Tank Mountains, north of 
Buckeye, and #hout thirty miles west 
Of Phoenix. According to a version of 
the killing Thomas and the Mexican 
haé@ quarreied over the ownership of a 
burro which the iatter was driving. 
When Thomas secured “2 rifle the 
Mexican ran, but was stopped by a 
bullet that struck him in the heel. 

As Thomas approached the Mexican 
tried to seize the rifle, when the 
weapon was discharged, the bul'«c 
passing through the lower part of his 
body, inflicting a wound that socn 
proved mortal. 

Thomas was taken to Buckey>* for 
preliminary examination, but had t» be 
spirited away by automobile, for fear 
of lynching at the hands of a mob of 
excited Mexicans. 

In a second room of the temporary 
jail was placed Murietta’s body. When 
Thomas. was advisedj that his victim's

* JAILED ON MURDER CHARGE. 

DEAD MAN FOUND IN CLOSET. 
CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
GLOBE (Ariz.) Sept. 14.--Crammed 
head-foremost into the bottom of a 
@maili closet in a tent-house on Blake 
street, Sunday evening. was found 
the body of J. N. Tomlinson, an em-

in jail, charged with murder, while

Turner claims to have been assault- 
ed by Bennitt without cause and to 
know nothing of the killing of Tom- 
linson.

When he entered the tent, Turner fired 
at him and there was a struggle, in 
which Bennitt sécured possession of 
the weapon. Turner tried to escape 
as neighbors ran to the entrance, but 
finally surrendered without further re- 
sistance.

NOT A WARRIOR. 


HAS PROVED HIS FIRMNESS OF 
CHARACTER. 


- 


Wins the Favor of His People in 
All His Public Acts, and Is Not 
Afraid to Do His Duty in Both Pub- 
lic and Private Affaire—is an Ex- 
cellent Sportsman. 


To sketch a future monarch is more 
than a mere pastime in these days of 
international complications and hair- 
trigger diplomacy, writes Edward 
Goldback in the New York Evening 
Post, in an article about the German 
Crown Prince. And in this connec- 
tion it is natural to look toward Ger- 
many and the Hohengollern dynasty, 
for Germany is likely to acquire the 
political leadership of Europe in the 
near future, and it is the country 
above all others in which the mon- 
archial principle is most deeply ted. 

The development of Germany is a 
fact which no thinking politician can 
overlook. Germany has a surplus of 
a million briths every year, and in 
twenty years its population will! 
amount to cighty millions. This pop- 
ulation is clever, industrious, sober 
and disciplined. Germany combines 
to @ rare extent theoretical acience 
and practical application. She is a 
dangerous rival even for England and 
America in the markets of the world. 
She commands the best army of the 
European continent, and a navy which 
causes England herseit certain unt- 

She is to be reckoned with 
-in every international combination. 
MONARCHICAL PEELING STRONG. 

Monarchical feeling is yery stron® 
in Germany. True, it is possible that 
William II has been too prodigal of 
his eloquence and that therefore his 
words have lost some of their value: 
put, in spite of all democratic and 
social democratic agitation, the op!n- 
ton of the Emperor is stiii, law to 
many people. For more than two 
centuries the Hohengoljierns have 1n- 
cessantly endeavored to pound the 
necessity for strict obedience into the 
heads of their subjects— They have 
succeeded, too well perhaps, and the 
German Emperor is indeed a very 
powerful man, not only pecause of 
the rights the law gives him, but also 
by virtue of the great weight of mon- 
archical and pa@triarcha! tradition and 
feeling. 

For all these reasons it may not be 
without interest for American readers 
to hear something about the person- 
ality of the German Crown Prince. 
The present Emperor, William II. is 
known to everybody, and his character 
fe a perfectly defined one: he wil! 


scarcely surprise the world by new 
son, 


from wWhat material there is. Resides 
this, his education is a typical one, 
with all the merits and demerits of the 
monarchical tradition. 
IN SMARTEST UNIVERSITY CORPS. 
Usually German princes are taught 
at home, and this was the case with the 
Crown Prince. William II himself 
went to college, but he did not choose 
this method of education for his eldest 
son. Probably he @id not think it ex- 
Clusive enough for the heir to the 
throne. But in spite of this the crown 
prince studied some years at the Uni- 
versity of Bonn, on the vineclad banks 
of the Rhine. Here he was & member 


of the smartest corps. 


of monarchical education. It would be 
invaluable for a fyture monarch to 
know all classes of the pepulation and 
to become familiar with their opinions 
early in life. Instead of giving such 
an opportunity to this Prince, he Is 
kept carefully secluded from contact 
with the middle classes for fear of the 
contaminating influences of their ideas. 
This seclusion is & great danger; it 
hinders the monarch from recognizing 
the needs of his nation and from under- 
standing the language of his people. 
He becomes the prisoner of a single 
caste.

HAD TO MEET COMPETITION. 

“When making rates for hauling 
freight we had to consider the natural 
-advantages of New York and San 
Francisco. They were on the water, 
on a right-of-way made by the Cre- 
ator, and were given the wind for 
motive power, which was also a free 
gift from heaven. There were no 
tracks to lay and no coal was burned 
on sailing vessels. Manifestly, we 
had to meet the prices established by 
water competition. The natural ad- 
vantages of locations have caused 
endiess arguments and countless 
strained efforts toward equalization 
“An iniand town is without the reg- 
viatory influence of steamboats and 
sailing ships, and the railroads are 
cherged with unfairness and greedi- 
ness, whereas, the accusation properly 
belongs against the Maker of the 
universe. Years ago, I heard the 
members of the Interstate Commerce 
} Commission say, while we were all 
| playing whist at a hotel in Denver. 
| that every little city in the country 
wanted to be a jobbing center and 
'was clamoring for lower rates than 
were given its nearest neighbor. No 
human agency can bestow ypon an in- 
terlor town the geographical and 
commercial advantages of a town on 
the seacoast, 

“While I lived and did business in 
California, I had to meet the problem 
of water competition, and I was com- 
pelled to give rebates. The practice 
of selling at wholesale at a lower 
price than at retail is as old as civili- 
zation. Connected with the question, 
as it concerns: railroads and factories, 
is the element of operation cost. On 
the unit of production, it is cheaper to 
run a railroad or a plow factory te 
ite full capacity than at half capacity. 
A merchant would say to me: ‘I pay 
you $100,000 a year for freight. My 
competitor across the street pays you 
$10,000. I demand a lower rate; other- 
wise I shall transfer my business to 
another road.’ 

CAUSE OF REBATES. 

“Rebates were granted fhat roads 
might be busy up to thelr capacity. 
The little men knew it, but they made 
no objection. But conditions changed 
and business becoming centralised 
among groups of strong men, it was 
well that rebating became unlawful. 
I only want to say that it was logical, 
natural and defensible as practiced 
by railroads at the beginning. Even 
insurance companies gave rebates un- 
til recently.”

The most /moportant and at the same 
time most difficult part of hop pro- 
duction is proper drying. No other 
faetor effects the quality, appearance, 
and market vajue as much as the 
manner in which the hops are handled 
during the curing process. 

In the drying process three factors 
are of primary impertence. Taese are 
1) degree of temperature used; (2) 
ength of time drying; (3) volume of 
air passing through the hops. Also, in 
éryin at a very low temperature the 
humidity of the alr is an im t 
factor. Only the first two of the fac- 
tors mentioned have been generally 
recognized, and the high temperatures 
used at present are the result of short- 
ening the time of drying.

There are several prosperous com- 


panies who own or lease the. lands 
and all these have found the supply 
very constant, In some places they 
have met with great difficulties and 
had to bore in Bome cases as deep 
ns 8000 feet before striking the oll 
etrata. It ie sald that these fields are 
the most expensive to operate of any 
in the State. The oll is piped direct 
from the wells to Los Nietos, about 
five miles distant, where it is then 
shipped out by rail to the Los An- 
geles refineries, This district is pro- 
ducing close to 100,000 barrels of oll a 
month, which net the producers near- 
ly as many dollars. Much of the oll 
finds a ready sale in Whittier where 
it Is weed for street work and fuel. 
The ol] industry has done a great 
deal for the progression of Whittier. 
The best part of the money derived 
in the buetness has been circulated 
through the town’s banks end the oll 
men have alwave done nearly all their 
trading in Whittier ever since the 
fields were firat onened. 
CITRUS SITUATION. 

The Whittier district has about 1000° 
acres in well established citrus frult 
trees and about 700 acres planted in 
new trees, Whittier oranges are the 
earliest of any in Southern California, 


ing shipped from this center. The 
Whittier Citrus Association handles 
most of the product of the vicinity. 
In 1907 this association shipped out 
488 cars of fruit. In 1908 it shipped 
516 cars, im 1909, 703 care and in 1910, 
7 cars. It is expected that at least 
800 cars will be shipped out next year.

The years of worry have become only a memory, and 
years of even greater plenty are coming. They are 
coming in trains alive with eager emigrants. They 
are coming in the mail bags freighted with queries. 
They show in the growing bank balances and in the 
busy streets. Old projects are being revived. Land 
values are continuing to advance. The trumpet which 
shall never sound a retreat is at the lips of Progress. 
What has Los Angeles to offer to the newcomer? 
She has her original stock of sunny days, of starlit 
nights, of winter roses, of orange blossoms, and of life- 
giving ozone perfumed with the breath of the sweet 
salt sea. The fabled fountain of Ponce de Leon prom- 
ised no more of life to those who drank of its waters 
than can be obtained in this city. Climate is as sale- 
able as wheat or beef, but it cannot be bottled or boxed 
or tied up im a bundle and carried away. Only 
“Johnny on the spot” can get the benefit of it, and 
Johnny knows it, and he is coming with his sisters 
and his cousins and his aunts, to see it, and smell it, 
and drink it, and bathe in its delights. 
The climate extends upward as far as an aéroplane 
can mount,- and .westward to. the sea, but the iand 
which it covers and embraces, the land on which one 
must live to enjoy the climate is limited in area, and 
the limit cam never,be enlarged. As the United States 
grow in wealth and popu'ation the number of people 
able to buy or build homes in the country that dwells 
under the smile of God, will increase yearly, but the 
quantity of land will never increase, and, as a conse- 
quence, town lots and farms will yearly grow in value 
as surely ad a painting by Rubens or a Stradivarius 
violin, the value of which is enhanced by the fact that 
both Rubens and Stradivarius are thoroughly dead and 
their astrals can neither paint nor sing in this sphere. 
The commercial growth and greatness of Los Ange- 
les does not altogether depend upon sale of climate or 
building of homes. There are other factors such as 
the Panama Canal and the Owens River aqueduct. 
From San Pedro Harbor to Panama, thence through 
the Guif of Mexico and up the Mississippi River to 
New Orleans, great freight steamers will sail to New 
Orleans in two weeks. These steamers will carry the 
citrus crop of Southern California to the Gulf and 
Middle West States, and bring return cargoes of mer- 
chandise and of Central American hardwoods to Los 
Angeles. Refrigerator cars, and side tracking, and car 
famines, and discriminating between shippers and 
playing hell generally with the solvency of the owners 
of orange and lemon orchards, are now things of the 
past. Los Angeles will be the shipping point, and New 
Orieans the distributing point for the golden fruit of 
this new Hesperides; for travel gravitates to the 
cheapest lines of transportation, and what orange 
grower will pay a dollar per hundred pounds to have 
his crop carried to New Orleans in eight days with 
the chance of its freezing en route, when the fruit can 
be transported in fourteen days by steamer for 50 cents 
per hundred pounds, with no chance of freezing?

Manifestly it is unfair, but in Germany this question 
has now been answered in a way which will please the 
earnest taxpayers, and probably prove a terror to the 
late night birds.

Those persons who are out after 10 o'clock 
wishing to have their way lighted must tnsert a ten- 
pfennig piece into a slot in the side of the iron cup- 
board. Then the lamps placed along this stretch 
burst forth into a twelve-minute Hfe, thus enabling the

The scheme is working in a satisfactory way, and it 
seems quite probable that other German villages and 
towns will follow the éxample of Zarkau and install 
the automatic-lighting system to be put into operation 
after 10 o’clock.—[{Pall Mall Gazette.

His -favor- 
ite residence near Alexandria is at Montaza, which Is 
within a mile of Aboukir Bay, made famous by Nel- 
son's victory over the French fleet there about a cen- 
tury ago.

His sub- 
jects often criticise the simplicity of his living, and say 
it would be better for the country if he spent, as his 
old grandfather Ismail did, tens of thousands of dollars 
a month on entertainments of one kind or other. 

The Khedive was married years ago, and has five 
children, all by that wife. According to the Koran, he 
has the right to four wives and any number of concu- 
bines; and a story is current that he has increased his 
harem within the past few months. It is not polite to 
ask a Mohammedan as to the ladies of his family, and 

‘ practically nothing is known of what goes on in the 
royal harem. The Khedive's children consist of four 
' girls and a boy, the latter being the heir to the throne. 
In addition to these he has a brother, the Prince Mo- 
hammed Alf; two uncles 2nd an aunt, all of whom are 
rominent features of this city of Cairo.

These birds of the dooryard are 
not only very common and tame, but so widely distrib- 
uted that this island is, I believe, the only place where 
I have not seen them.

One day at the little park on the hill I saw a small 
flock of swallows circling about the tiny lake.

ERLIN, Aug. 30.—Genuine American “strenuous- 
Bre is a quality which characterizes Berlin's 
American colony—"Little Columbie,” as it is often 
called—just as it characterizes the Columbia across the 
water. Berlin's American colony is dominated by its 
working spirit. There is, of course, here as elsewhere, 
a time-squandering upper stratum of society devotees. 
But these are distinctly in the minority. From the 
humbiest American student in Berlin to the most prom- 
inent representative of American commercial interests, 
it may almost be said that every American in Berlin 
has come here to do something, and does it. The 

colony is essentially a commupity of workers. 
All told, there are about 2000 permanent American 
residents in Berlin, besides what may be called the

Nuclei of the colony’s life in Berlin are the Ameri- 
can Embassy, the American Church, the Consulate-

can Embassy is, according to time-honored custom, 
thrown open to all Americans in Berlin on at least 
two great féte days of the year—New Year's Day 
and Washington’s Birthday. It remains for each Am- 
bassador, according to his personal inclinations, to de- 
| cide whether his hospitality toward the colony shall or 
shall not take on a wider scope. Ambassador and Mrs. 
Hill, genial, democratic and hoepitable to a degree, 
have decided emphatically in the affirmative. Few 
national holidays have passed since their advent in 
Berlin which have not been utilized as the occasion 
for some appropriate special ceremony at the em- 
bassy, to which the colony as a whole receives an open 
invitation. Formality, stiffness and class-distinction are 
conspicuous by their absence at these embassy gath- 
erings, which are conducted in a spirit of pure Ameri- 
can patriotism and warm-hearted, democratic hospital- 
ity.

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American colony life is the office of the American 
Consuiate-General, in the heart of Berlin, at the cor- 
ner of Friedrich and Leipzigerstrassen. Besides its 
dryer duties as commercial go-between connecting 
America and Germany, the Consulate is bound to deal 
with a hundred tasks bringing it into close personal 
touch with the colony. It is asked to perform an 
astonishing variety of offices, from settling formalities 
connected with the transport to America of the casket 
holding the ashes of a cremated American to making 
search, perhaps, for a missing American girl-student 
who has disappeared for weeks since landing at Ham- 
burg or Bremen. An important and delicate feature 
of the Consuilate’s minor duties lies in calming the 
wrath of indignant Americans who resent the curiosity 
and autocratic manner of the ubiquitous Berlin police. 


The American Church, a primary social center and 
meeting place for Americans in Berlin, holds, besides 
its regular services on Sunday mornings, an aftérnoon 
lecture-room service for young people—informal, so- 
ciable, attended by scores of university and music 
students. After the service there is a gerieral adjourn- 
ment to the church library and vestibule, where, during 
an hour and a half of sociability, tea and home-made 
American cake hold the day. In the evening comes 
the social institution which so strongly appealed to the 
benevolent heart of the Kaiserin on her recent visit 
to the church. Some thirty to forty young men and 
girl students make their way upstairs on Sunday even- 
ings to the diminutive but pretty dwelling at the top 
of the church, in which Mrs. MacDunnoungh, the church 
matron, lives.

A Notable Sabbath. 


Throughout the early hours of morning, with the hiss- 
ing blizzard whirling the snow into huge drifts and 
smaller avalanches roaring down the mountainsides, far 
and near, the work of rescte went on. It was a Sab- 
bath marning, and one which to the world was a memo- 
rable one, the day on which Dewey's great victory in 
Manila was won. But, far away from the noise and 
the echo of battie, this little band knew not of the 
glory that was shedding its light o’er the nation and 
thrilling the hearts of all. 


To them, fn the blinding storm, searching for com- 
rades who the night before were sleeping, as them- 
seives, without thought of danger, was the fear of find- 
ing them crushed and lifeless. Yet they worked with 
intense energy to reach them before the spark of life 
had flickered out, never again to be relighted on earth. 

As the gray and hazy light crept gradually over the 
scene, the rescued and the rescuers, rested in the tents 
about, drinking hot coffee prepared by willing hands, 
and talking excitediy of the unlooked-for disaster. Over 
all faces a shadow rested, for now knew how many 
had perished in the night, and perhaps even now some 
were struggling in the grasp of death.

Dead and Unknown. 


Only two of these wanderers were found at that time;

But when two summers’ thaws had melted the deep 
snows, two bodies were seen by a traveler passing that 
way, lying In the ice, which had held them hidden so 
long. And missing ones who never reached the Copper 
River or home again, are believed to be lying some- 
where stark and cold, in the path of that snowslide. 
The young man and the old miner, who had worked so 
hard to move their tent and had tied it to the smaller 
one, were found alive but crushed, and the younger man 
unconscious. As they gently lifted the iatter, a small 
Bible, with a sweet woman's face ‘within, fell from be- 
neath his head to ‘the snow. Reverently a comrade 
leaned down and picked it up, while tears gathered in 
his eyes. All hearts were softened and tender toward 
each other during the three days of hardship and suffer- 
ing that followed. 


Many had lost their health and strength . forever, 
others had no food and only the frozen clothes on their 
backs. But the kindness that characterized one and all 
was wonderful.

A Queen in Camp.

‘This is the fourth cruise of its kind since their inau- 
guration by the revenue cutter service. It was impos- 
gible to overlook the navy department's demonstration 
of the benefits of such work in the training of future 
officers, and the revenue cutter service, comparatively 
young in its present organization though oid in years, 
adopted the system as soon as Congress granted it a 
suitable ship. The officials sent their young students 
first to southern Europe, then to the northern countries, 
and these routes have been alternated.each year since. 

Ten years ago the revenue cutter service held open for 
the young men who desired to follow a seafaring career 
but little more advantage than the ordinary coasting 
steamship lines of the present day. The young men 
who entered the service prior to that time did so solely 
because of their love for nautical work. There were 3 
number of vacancies occasionally, which were not al- 
ways filled at once. The education proved not so at- 
tractive as to always entice young men who were capa- 
ble of passing the entrance examinations. 

Today the service offers this and more. The cadet 
enters the service as a high-school graduate; when he 
completes his studies he is educated to the same stand- 
ard as that set by the leading colleges for their gradu- 
ates. And since 1900 there has been an average of 
twenty-five applicants for every vacancy. °- 

But it is no disparagement to the o'der officers to 
compare them with the new. Those men, practically 


commander in the navy or a lieutenant-colonel in the 
army, the older officers retire at the age of 64 years, 
thus providing a more rapid means of promotion for 
the younger men, and the social! status of the service 
at official functions has become indisputable. 

Ail this has resulted in a corresponding change in 
the preparation of a cadet for a cammission in the 
service, for the needs of the service have likewise 
changed. Added work has provided a means for cre- 
ating new systems and schemes, and while the older 
officers have good reputations to maintain the younger 
men have a greater chance to create new records.

He was first sent to the school, sup- 
plied with sailor clothes, and given a six months 
course of study in navigation, a.smal] amount of drill- 
ing with ordnance, and & training in navigation laws, 
the service regulations, and the civil government. After 
that, he spent a year and a half on board some one of 
the cutters where, by coaching from the executive off- 
cer and the boatswain and through hard experience, he 
was supposed to have gained an expert knowledge in 
seamanship. He was, in fact, simply made a practical 
seaman with sufficient knowledge of the laws of his 
country to enable him to police the coast and pounce 
upon the offender.

“Thirty years has-elapsed since the completion of the 


botanical volumes of the Geological Sarvey of Califor- 
nia. The great botanists of that earlier thme have 
passed away; new men, with new views, have succeeded 
them. The science itself has greatly advanced, and 
taxonomy has not been left behind. Our territory, then 
but half-explored, has now few recesses unvisited by the 
keen-eyed collector, whose labors have enriched our 
public and private herbaria. Our flora has been dili- 
gently studied in the fieid and in the closet, and these 
investigations have resulted in an extensive literature 
which is scattered in botanical journals and the pro- 
ceedings of learned societies, in monokraphs and occa- 
sional papers, and in local and general floras. Of all 
this he who would study the flora of california must 
take account, for up to the present day the botany of 
the survey remains the only work covering the plants 
of the entire State. But adequate as was that great 
pioneer work, and useful’as it still remains, not only 
has it long been out of print, and with difficulty pro- 
curable, but it has been left behind by the advance”of 
time, a destiny from which all works of its kind can be 
saved only by frequent revisions.

“Sundown Doctors.” 
“Sundown doctors” are an institution peculiar to 
the national capital. They are physicians who practice 
their profession only after sundown. 
From 9 in the morning until half-past 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon they are holding down desks In various 
departments of the Federal government. When their 
daily task for Uncle Sam is done they take up that per- 
taining to their profession. 
There are Many sundown doctors in the employ of 
the government at Washington. In many cases medi- 
cal students with little means secure clerkships in the 
departments in order that they may provide themselves 
with a living while they are finishing their medical 
courses. Their diplomas thus laboriously acquired, they 
enter tentatively upon the practice of medicine, hold- 
ing on, however, to their government jobs unti] they 
shall be firmly established professionally. 
Nor are all sundown doctors mere clerks. Not a few 
of them hold chiefships of division, a circumstance 
which of course renders the act of resignation from 
the government service a still more unlikely event than 
in the case of a simple clerk. No matter how earnestly 
a sundown doctor may tell himself that some day he 
will quit the departmental service to engage exclusively 
in the practice of his profession he generally deceives 
himself._-_[New York Sun.

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FIELD NOTES. 
Frost Commission. 


HE CULTIVATOR and individuals are advocating 
T the creation of a frost commission, whose duty 
shall be to study questions of frost conditions and 
methods of work; also to secure concerted action in 
‘the work against this menace to the highest-grade 
fruit. 
When the advocates of this measure get it framed up 
for inspection I hope to give it all possible publicity, 
and where better than in this department? But the 
plan will have to be well considered, for it is a most 
difficult proposition. That it will have to be upon a co- 
operative basis is conceded. But how? I heard an 
agent for a patent orchard heater affirm that he had 
raised the temperature of an orchard nine degrees a 
few days before out in one of the footbfil valleys. I 
had just been out there, and thought he meant 90 de- 
grees, coming as I did from the cool regions of the 
Sacramento. 
Nine degrees would be sufficient to save the fruit 
possibly of the most severe freezing experienced. But 
would the same amount of fuel have raised and held 
the temperature nine degrees above normal.of a frosty 
night? And how could the heat be held to do the work 
for the grower who paid the bill? These are questions 
for a frost commission, involving a concerted and gen- 
eral effort in every citrus center. Can it be done? Far 
more difficult problems have been solved by co- 
operative effort, and it is worth trial. Even now many 
thousands of acres of citrus trees about Pomona are to 
be freed from insect pests by codperative fumigation. 
I believe frost effects are as permanent and de(eriorat- 
ing as effects of insect pests. If fumigating and frost 
fighting could be handled by the same organization, it 
would be economical. That, too, is worth a trial. 


A Valuable Officer. 


TATE FORESTER G. M. HOMANS ts making a use- 

ful office out of the State Department of Forestry. 
When this ditisf&n of the executive department of the 
State was created in 1905 many of our most observant 
citizens feared that it would be but another burden to 
carry, without any compensating service. But the law 
provided that no one should be eligible for appoint- 
ment as forester unless he held a certificate from the 
Secretary of Agriculture showing him to be technically 
trained to handle the work of the office. This provis- 
ion, with the good judgment exercised by Gov. Gillett 
in the selection of the men, first G. B. Lull and sow 
Mr. Homans, has placed the forestry division upon a 
basis worthy the confidence of the fruit growers and 
others whose interests are directly affected by the ad- 
ministration of this office. 

The State Board of Forestry consists of the Governor, 
Secretary of State, Attorney-General and Forester. If 
I remember aright, the formation of the State forestry 
law was the work of a body of able men who had asso- 
clated themselves to protect and promote the forestry 
interests of the State. The bill was then submitted to 
the Department of Agriculture, and with a few a 
approved. The law was particularly well drawn,, 
its influence bas been beneficial throughout all parts 
of the State. Aside from fire protection, I think the 
clause relating to codperation between the forester and 
the citizen is the most effective, for it is being rightly 
interpreted to authorize the forester to advise all ia- 
quirers as to the merits of the reforesting schemes, 
eucalyptus enterprises and similar matters. 

It is in this line that the work of Forester Homans 
has specially attracted my attention. Companies are 


land to redwood and sell it at a bargain. Other com- 
panies are offering repianted pineries and still others 
are selling eucalyptus plantations. Forester Homans 
does not disturb any company that is engaged legiti- 
mately in these enterprises, but he is “pizen” to the 
schemers who are so engaged. The forester is gifted 
with plain English, and the desire to use it in connec- 
tion with every fraudulent or inefficient company that 
does not live up to its advertisements. He is giving 
his personal attention to these fakers, and therein I say 
he is of inestimable value to the State. Conservative, 
active and able, he is still not afraid to tell the truth 
about all questionable timber-planting concerns.

Strange Food of Insects. i 

OME years ago an entomologist of Los Angeles 

found a peculiar maggot subsisting rnd thriving 
upon the crude oil that }jJd escaped from a well in the 
suburbs of the city. It did not exist in sufficient num- 
bers to unload the contents of the sump holes that then 
disgraced the city. But it might have multiplied. At 
any rate, the insect was sent to Washington embedded 
in its peculiar food, and there classified. 

‘During his hunting trip, Col. Roosevely sent to the 
Smithsonian the head of two water antelopes with 
horns over two feet long. The horns contained large 
bunches of dark-brown, finger-like tubes some of which 
were over two inches in length clustered upon the out- 
side of the horns and connected with holes or galleries 
in the bone where the insects had developed. The in- 
sect is a microlepidopteron. The long silken tubes are 
the home of the insect just before it emerges into its 
adult stage. It seems from tl.e Smithsonian photo- 
graphs and data that the African aitelopes are often 
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another to the strange and often fatal insect pests that 
affect the wild animals of the “Dark Continent.” 

When the scientists of the Smithsonian Institution 
get through examining and classifying the results of 
the famous hunting expedition, we may expect many 
new facts to be added to our knowledge of animal life— 
and we may expect some of the specimens to be given 
names too long to be managed.in a country of 90,000,000 


New Station Proposed. 


HE people of Brawley are making an endeavor to 

secure a viticultural station for Imperial county, and 
are now in correspondence with a Federal vine expert 
in an effort to get assistance in solving varietal, soil 
and climatic influences that would affect grape growing 
in the delta. G. C. Hussman, of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry bas already advised the establishment of the 
station, and it will probably be secured. 


Imperial county has made fewer horticultural mis- 
takes than any other In the State at the beginning of 
fruit development. But there are many problems that 
could be worked out witfout the painful experience of 
frst demonstration in large areas. Indiscrimimate 
planting has been the bane of horticultural progress 
all over California, and it could not be otherwise in the 
pioneer or later days when the State and Federal de- 
partments could not offer help. Imperial is fortunate 
in coming into the field after these institutions had be- 
come an essential element in the development of our 
fruit industry. But the call for help is universal, and 
the State and national departments of agriculture are 
obliged in large measure to devote their resources to 
communities which are willing to help carry on the 
work. The fruit growers of Brawley will be wise in 
realizing that the authorities are obliged to expend their 
money only where the people will help to execute the 
plans and appreciate and apply the resuits of the work. 
Impertal county has the elements of a splendid grape- 
grow o@ center. But there will be great mistakes made 
in planit..g at random, and that ts just what the pro- 
moters of the viticultura) station are trying to avoid. 


Vine Parulysis, 


OR want of a better name they are calling the new 

disease in the San Joaquin Valley “vine paralysis.” 
The malady appears on practically all aged vines and 
is no respecter of varieties. It starts with a spot in the 
leaf near the center and soon spreads all over the leaf, 
killing tt completely. In due time new growth starts 
out in place of the follag@ destroyed, and there is where 
it differs from the other well-known vine diseases. The 
most virulent attacks occur in spots, showing that it 
must be a combination of physical depletion in the 
vine and climatic causes, as the first manifestations 
followed an extremely hot spell of weather. 

The disease prevails both in irrigated and non-irri- 
gated vineyards, and the muscats have suffered the 
most severely. One grower estimates that he lost three 
tons of this grape in one spot, the 
fine condition to ruin in that time.

It shows a fail- 
ure to realize that in the labor of the garden lies the 
greatest return to the gardener. 

Upon cultivated soil grows the greater crop of weeds 
the following year if left fallow—a marked testimony 
to the value of cultivation. Where weeds don't grow, 
we know the soil must be treated before anything else 
will. Passing through the country, we note a big 
growth of mustard and we say the land is rich; we 
come to a hard polished almost barren stretch and ex- 
claim, hardpan and a pretty hard proposition in- 
deed; we note a low-lying spot, covered with a green 
rushy carpet, and immediately have visions of an al- 
falfa field. Our friends, the weeds, have ordered it so 
that he who runs may read. 

But it isYmore with the presence of the weeds in our 
gardens that we are endeavoring to deal. It may be 
generally stated as an axiom that no weeds will ever 
attain any size in a garden that is sufficiently cultl- 
Vated, and that if it were not for the weeds, few gar- 
dens would receive enough attention in this particular. 
The weed may, even without a great stretch of the 
imagination, be regarded as a savior in the vegetable 
kingdom, which offers itself as a sacrifice for the good 
of the flower. One of the commonest and most persis- 
tent of our weeds is the burr clover, a terror in a lawn 
it is admitted; yet we now plant it very extensively to 


turn In aS a grecn manure, and year by year its value ’ 


is more recognized. 

Many garden flowers in one locality are weeds in an- 
other. 

It is not to be denied, nor fs there any desire to do 
so, that we have obnoxious weeds that have no appa- 
rent excuse for living. This may be because we have 
not discovered their use, but it is stoutly affirmed that 
in the present mental condition of the average gardener 
it would be most unsafe to dispense with the weed in 
floricultural economy.—([California Gardening.

Garden Drainage in California. 


T may be remarked, as a generalization based upon a 
] wide view of our two-season year, that the secret of 
success in California vegetabie growing consists in 
getting plants “out of the wet” at one time and into it 
at another. It would, perhaps, be more exact to say 
that success lies in sécuring generous but not excess- 
ivé moisture at all times, and this is @ssential to the 
best growth of the plant in any climate. And yet so 
strikingly antithetical are our moisture extremes at the 
height of the two seasons, and so characteristic, both in 
times and methods, are the policies and practices by 
which we modify both to the best advantage that the 
world-wide principles to which they conform are out 
of sight of the casual observer. For it is not only that 
we have always to guard against extremes of saturation 
and aridity and keep the plant along the lines of suffi- 
ciency—that ig the universal proposition. In addition 
to this, California, speaking generally, has to do special 
work against one extrethe at another time; hence the 
opening remark. 

Regulation of moisture in California either involves 
more considerations than are usually recognized in hu- 
mid climates or involves them in higher degree and im- 
putes to them increased significance. Choice of loca- 
tion and soil; time and method of planting and cultiva- 
tion; the choice of the crop with reference to natural 
moisture supply and the atmospheric conditions; the 
employment of irrigation; and the desirability, or other- 
wise, of artificial drainage facilities—all these are fac- 
tors which are perhaps more sharply concerned in re- 
sulis here than in humid climates, because our ex- 
tremes, in all except low temperatures, are more exact- 
ing. Correct practice here gives grand results, but i/l- 
timed or illy-adapted practice does not give merely less 
satisfactory results: it invites failure. Our drainage 
proposition must always be conditioned upon proper 
conservation of moisture, and, as will be seen as we 
proceed with the discussion, contemplated artificial 
drainage may have the power to make or ruin a crop 
if its action is not intelligently employed, or intelll- 
gently rejected, as the case may require.—[Wickson's 
California Gardening.

Pure Alfalfa Seed. 


HAVE a sample of alfalfa seed sent from Los Ange- 
les with the request that ft be examined for impuri- 
ties. This brings to mind the large quantity of seed 
that is thrown upon the market without any guarantee 


from the seedsman as to its freedom from noxious weed 


seed. It is not much trouble to examine a small sam- 
ple, as I have done with this one. But a small lot may 
be clean, as is this one, and yet the sack from which it 
fs taken be badly contaminated. Consequently the ex- 
amfmation should be more thorough, and be supple- 
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weeds growing in the field from which the seed was 
harvested. Too much of an fdeal in seed distribution, 
one would remark, but when the losses entailed by 
planting seed infested with dodder for example, is con- 
sidered, no amount of care is too burdensome in the 
selection of alfalfa seed. 


In some countries alfalfa is grown altogether from 
cuttings. In the first p-ace, the land is carefully pre- 
pared. Then the piece. of roots are pianted about eigh- 
teén inches apart each way in light furrows to facilitate 
irrigation. Instead of waiting to the second year for 
& crop, a heavy harvest of hay is cut the first season. 
I have never heard of alfalfa being “planted” in Cali- 
fornia, but I think it would be worth a trial: . There is 
never a failure to get a good stand by this Peruvian 
method. It would appear a slow and primitive method 
to an American, yet the hundreds of cases of failure 
from seed, the dying of smal! plants from seed and the 
danger of contamination from foul seed would in some 
measure offset the disadvantage of this slow process of 
panting. It would also obviate the danger of too thick 
stands from overseeding the land.

with the disease. Well, by such direct methods as this 
of course you may communicate a disease, but that does 
not make it “contagious” or “iafectious.” A dispatch 
from Washington says: “The surgeons can offer no sug- 
gestions as to preventing the spread of infantile paraly- 
sis other than clean sanitary habits. The only remedy 
they know is proper diet and massaging.” 

They are getting quite sensible, are they not? They 
must have been reading the Care of the Body. 

Let us now look a little into the proximate and uit!- 
mate causes of epidemics of disease. The ultimate 
cause, as we have seen, is filth—just plain dirt—filth 
ground the honse, and filthy blood caused by the eating 
of filthy food and the breathing of filthy air. The 
proximate cause that brings on these epidemics is a 
certain condition of the atmosphere that favors an out- 
break among those who have not rendered themselves 
ishmune by right living. Following interesting state- 
ment was recently made by Prof. Willis L. Moore, chief 
of the Weather Bureau: 

“It is well known to meterologists that easterly winds 
either hug closely to the earth or have an upward com- 
ponent of motion. They, therefore, gather the humidity, 
dust, disease and other bacteria, and as a rule they are 
warm and humid. All of these conditions make them 
foul winds, under Which animal life is enervated and 
rendered susceptible to the germs which the winds them- 
selves carry and disseminate. 

“The converse is true of the northwest winds. 
They come from above, with a downward com- 
ponent of motion that bears a _ definite rela- 
tion to the velocity. They come from the re- 
gion where the air is dry, pure and highly 
electrifie! and where ozone exists in comparatively large 
quantities. The cool, pure air of the northwest wind Is 
therefore an invigorating air. It stimulates man and 
ail other animal life. It brings physical energy and 
mental buoyancy In its mighty breath. 

“I have not the data before me, but I am morally cer- 
tain tha’ if the mortality statistics of the various hospl- 
tals were studied it would be found that more people 
die under the influence of the east than of the west 
winds. 

“As the greater number of the storms of the north- 
ern hemisphere originate on the American conlinent, we 
have a greater atmospheric activity and the northwest 
winds a greater force. 

“This may have a marked effect as one of the impor- 
tant environments that have to do with the character 
of the race that is now coming to be known as,‘Ameri- 
can.” He has fertility of thought and energy body. 
May it not be that the climate has much to do with the 
developing of the indomitable spirit that is now reach- 
ing out for the mastery of the earth?” 

There is a prevailing impression among the peasantry 
of England—an impression that undoubtedly has a sci- 
entific explanation—that the east wind is injurious. An 
old English doggerel runs: 

“When the wind is in the east, 
“Tis good for neither man nor beast.” 

There is no such thing as a “contagious” or “infec- 
tious” disease, as the words are usually understood. 


That is to say, a disease cannot be communicated from 
one person to another except by actual contact, as in 
syphilis, when a specific poison is passed from one per- 
son to another. Diseases.are not contagious, but they 


Certainly not. Again, when it is raining we see people 


go out and get their clothes wet. Do we say that they 
caught this wetness from each other’ Of course not. 

When there is much decaying filth scattered around, 
} there is likely to be an epidemic, especially if the wea- 
ther is warm and humid. Thus we frequently see cpi- 
demics follow floods. In this case the spread of dis- 
ease is encouraged by the mental and physical suffering 
of the people, through which their power of resistance 
is lowered, just as we read sometimes how shipwrecked 
mariners die of starvation in a week or ten days, 
whereas under norma! conditions people have frequently 
fasted, with benefit, for six weeks or more. 


Biocking the Pure Food Law. 


T is impossible to enforce a pure-food law—or indeed 

any other law—unless it has the active support of the 
people. Frank Oakley, one of the Southern California 
food inspectors, meets with some discouraging experi- 
ences on his rounds. For instance, recently he was 
prosecuting a man at Ventura who had been seliing 
lemon extract that contained less than one-tenth of 1 
per cent. of lemon oil, whereas the law declares that 5 
per cent. is a minimum. Think of this, in the greatest 
lemon-growing region of the United States, where car- 
loads of culls go to waste. The man had a jury trial 
and was acquitted, the jury standing ten to two, and 
then unanimous for acquittal. 
If the people will not assist in enforcing the Pure Food 
Law, they have no reason to complain when they and 
those they love become sick or die of consuming poison- 


ous food preparations. 


Griffith Park. 
} BOOKLET of eighty pages has been received enti- 
tled “Parks, Boulevards and Playgrounds,” by Griffith 
J. Grifith of Los Angeles. Col, Griffith gave the city of 
Los Angeles Griffith Park, the largest municipal play- 
ground in the world, covering over 3000 acres of varied 
and picturesque land. He justly complains that while 
the city is spending $100,000 on Central Park, cutting 
down beautiful shade trees and building granite walls, 
it bas neglected to furnish a few thousand dollars for 
the purpose of making Griffith Park accessible to the 
public. It will never *be a formal flower garden, with 
signs reading “keep off the grass." We have plenty of 
those already. It will, and should always remain, a 
wild natural breathing spot, where city people can go for 
a day and get back to nature. To enable them to do 
this, however, it should be made accessible, and this 
should be done at once. 

The booklet also contains a list of the world’s ever- 
green trees, all of which could be grown in Griffith 
Park. which is already well covered with brush and trees 


peculiar to California.
